Stingers Crush R.M.C. - Mahon Leads 0.U.A.A. in Scoring 


Men’s Update: The Stingers overwhelmed the R.M.C. Redmen 14-1 (January 6) to extend 
their winning streak to 6 in the 0.U.AA. Concordia’s 14 goals were the team’s highest output in 
over 8 years. On November 9, 1979, the Stingers defeated the McGill Redmen by a 
score of 18-2. The maroon and gold improved their record to 9-4 in the O.U.AA. Junior 
Captain Mark Mahon (Vankleek , Ont.) tallied | goal and 4 assists. He now leads the 0.U.A.A. 
scoring derby with 8 goals and 27 assists in 13 league games. Senior forward Paul 
Brophy (Manotick , Ont.) became the 31st person in Concordia history to reach the 100 
point plateau. Brophy recorded | goal and 4 assists and now has 102 career points. 


This Week: Concordia host the McGill Redmen January l0th( 7:30 p.m.) and then travel to 
Southern Ontario for games against the Windsor Lancers (Jan. 13) and Ryerson Rams (Jan. 
14). The’Stingers lead the McGill-Concordia series 47- 16-4 but are 0-2 this season. McGill 
defeated the Stingers S-2 on November 8th in their last encounter. 


Last Week: Rookie defenceman Louis Leger (Pierrefonds, Que.) led the scoring onslaught 
with 3 goals for the Stingers.

Men's Update: The Stingers took second place in the Coca-Cola-Beaver Foods Men's Basketball 
tourney in Halifax, N.S. Concordia lost in overtime to the St. Francis Terriers (Brooklyn, N.Y.) 
by a 98-90 count. The game was tied at 83 after regulation time. Concordia left Halifax with a 
3-1 record after wins over the C.1.A.U.‘S THIRD ranked Acadia Axeman, Dalhousie Tigers 
and University of Maine (Machios). The Stingers have an overall record of 14-4 with three 
losses against N.C.A.A. tears. 


Ihis Week: Concordia continues its busy schedule with three games in three days beginning 
Friday, January 13. The Stingers face York- Friday at 8:30 p.m., Carleton- Saturday (2:00 
fi.m.) and University of Toranto- Sunday (3:00 9.m.).
